Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant contends thatQian does not teach 
cleaning process is performed between etching steps. In response to applicant that Qian cleairy teaches that cleaning process is 
performed between etchings before the deposited polymer layer reaches such a degree as to induce lateral etching on the next film to be 
etched (see figure 3, col. 11, lines 12-67, col. 12, lines 15+, col. 1, lines 25+). Qian teaches first step etching the polysilicon (col. 11, lines 
12-30) then introducing the cleaning gas to remove the residue (see col. 11, lines 31-43) and stop the cleaning step before the 
overetching step (see (col. 1 1 , lines 48-49). applicant contends that "the nest film to be etches implies that a film to be etched formed on 
another/the next substrate to be fabricated. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a film to be etched formed on another/the next substrate 
to be fabricated) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).. 
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
